Our gardens are nestled in the upper reaches of the beautiful San 
Fernando Valley of Southern California where we propagate an iris 
that we honestly believe cannot be surpassed anywhere. Our iris 
are positively not forced in any way, but attain their firmness, large 
size and abundance of new increases from a long growing season 
along with proper cultivation methods instead of over-fertilization and 
excessive moisture content. 


Quality Iris only, is SYLLMAR GARDENS aim, whether the iris be 
an old standby variety or an expensive new hybrid, both are given 
the same care and attention. Syllmar Iris carry the highest California 
agriculture rating to be given any nursery, assuring our customers 
against disease and pests. 


All rhizomes’ shipped to you are from one year old plants (NOT 
from old crowded clumps) planted in fields that are thoroughly pre- 
pared in advance by rotation from iris to cover crops, so as to condition 
our well drained soil for as perfect a finished iris as can be found 
anywhere. A large, firm rhizome, full of stored-up energy and so 
thoroughly conditioned that our customers in any section of the country 
are assured of vigorous plants with plenty of gorgeous blooms the 
spring following planting. 


All iris are labeled in the field at the time of digging, then sent to 
the packing house. This method assures no mixing of varieties. They 
are then carefully packed in clean new excelsior, in ventilated cartons, 
then on their way to you.

Bearded Iris 


RHIZOMES will be shipped to 
you in a firm condition and 
should be planted as soon as 
possible after they are received. 
If you are unable to plant on 
receiving them, then be sure to 
keep the rhizomes in a dry and 
cool place until you can plant 
them. 


Iris require good drainage 
and sun for at least one-half 
day, in order to obtain the best 
results, with abundance of 
bloom. The soil should be moist 
before planting and kept mod- 
erately moist until the plants 
are well established. Care 
should be taken to not over 
water. If your soil is heavy and 
poorly drained set the rhizomes 
a little higher than the surround- 
ing soil. The rhizomes should be planted so the soil just covers them 
and no more. Be sure and spread the roots well and firm the soil 
around them. This will anchor the rhizomes until the new roots form. 
Separate your plants every third year to get the best results. 


The use of bone meal when planting and both bone meal and well 
rotted manure as a side dressing once each year will usually be suf- 
ficient fertilizing. Be careful that fertilizer of any kind does not contact 
the rhizomes.

All irises are from one year stock and the very best to be had— 
and free of all pests; labeled and true to name.

Shipments will start about June 15th and orders will be filled 
in rotation. 


If plants do not arrive in good condition, return them to us at 
once and we will replace same or refund money. If another variety 
of same value is acceptable please so state. In case of replacement 
transportation must be borne by purchaser.

It is difficult to describe this “breath-taking” iris by 
a word description. Picture—a flower with crisp hori- 
zontal falls, unusually wide and ruffled, standards wide, 
domed and ruffled. A waxy cream-white with a frosty 
overlay and heavy infusion of aureolin gold at the hatft, 
with the added charm of an extra heavy deep orange 
beard. This infusion of gold at the heart of the flower 
casts its golden glow throughout the entire bloom, giv- 
ing it great carrying value in your garden. It also has 
quality and refinement on close inspection, plus a de- 
lightful fragrance. SPRING ROMANCE does not fade. 
The huge 7-inch blooms of extra heavy substance and 
long lasting qualities with nine or more buds, are 
poised gracefully on tall, well branched stalks, vigor- 
ous and floriferous.

ACTION FRONT (Cook 1942) Ea. $1.50 


One of the best reds, inclined to a copper-red with an intense yellow 
beard. A well formed flower with conical standards, and falls that 
are very wide at the haft, with no haft markings to detract. Vigorous, 
with beautiful green foliage. Midseason, 36 inches. 


ALASTOR (Spender 1940) Ea. 75c: 3 for $2.00 


This unique and beautiful iris originated in England. The color is 
deep cyclamen pink with an underlay of gold and hazel brown at the 
haft. Mid-season. 36 in. 


ALADDIN’S WISH (Murawska 1945) Ea. $5.00 


The huge blooms of this novel and beautiful iris are a lovely shade 
of blue with brushings of creamy white on the blue. An entirely new 
pattern that is both impressive and pleasing. Vigorous growth and a 
good increaser. Very popular. Midseason. 36 in. 


ALPINE GLOW (Kleinsorge 1945) Ea. $3.60 


The name is most appropriate for this impressive flower. The large 
blooms of smooth lilac-rose with shadings of brown at the haft and 
a gold beard is enhanced with a lovely misty overcast. The effect is 
that of a self and in the sunlight the bright pink tones carry most ef- 
fectively. Tall, well branched and vigorous. Late. 40 in. 


AMIGO (Williamson 1934) Ea. 75c; 3 for $2.00 


A winsome pansy toned iris that everyone loves. Standards are 
clear light violet and the falls intense violet-purple edged with light 
violet. A little gem that should be in every garden. Mid-season. 
30) in. 


ARAB CHIEF (Whiting 1944) Ea. $3.00 


A glowing burnt orange or copper self, with a metallic overlay and 
a cadmium yellow beard. Domed standards and semi-flaring falls. 
Prolific and floriferous. Late. 36 in. 


ARCTIC (Kleinsorge 1940) Ea. 75c 


Large flowers of a glistening warm white, with a decided gold 
throat. Perfect form with ruffled closed standards and broad falls. 
Vigorous and a free bloomer. Mid-season. 40 in. 


AZTEC COPPER (Kleinsorge 1940) Ea. 75; 3 for $2.00 


A copperish colored flower with subtle tones of violet and bronze 
blended in lovely harmony. The huge flowers are leathery in sub- 
stance with broad hafts. Mid-season. 38 in. 


AZURE SKIES (Pattison 1943) Ea. $2.00; 3 for $5.00 


The crisp ruffled flowers are light azure blue with domed standards 
and almost horizontal falls. The blooms are beautifully formed with 
wide hafts and a white beard. Fine substance surprisingly crisp. 
Branching is low and wide. A very noteworthy iris. Medium late.

BALMUNG (Sass 1939) Ea. $1.00: 3 for $2.50 


One of the loveliest of the Sass yellow plicatas. The brown mark- 
ings are neatly peppered on a definite yellow background. Large 
flowers with broad petals. Tall stems and well branched. Mid-season. 
36 in. 


BATAAN (Kleinsorge 1942) Ea. $2.00 


A coppery to henna color with a tint of plum cast throughout. A 
flower of good form and of unusual color value. Midseason. 36 in. 


BANDMASTER (Hall 1944) Ea. $4.00 


Huge flowers of powder blue on tall nicely branched stalks. The 
color holds up unusually well. A vigorous grower with deep green 
foliage. Midseason. 38 in. 


BERKELEY GOLD (Salbach 1942) Ea. $1.50; 3 for $3.50 


A magnificent deep glowing yellow capturing all the good qualli- 
ties; fine form, heavy substance and smooth texture. The tall stalks are 
nicely branched. Vigorous and free flowering, blooming over a long 
period of time. It leaves little to be desired and we are glad to rec- 
ommend it as one of the most satisfactory deep yellows. Midseason. 
36 in. 


BLACK AND GOLD (Kleinsorge 1943) Ea. $2.50 


This is indeed a striking variegata with standards a rich chrome, 
near gold and falls of black maroon. Medium size blooms on tall, fairly 
well branched stalks. Midseason. 


BLACK FOREST (Schriener 1945) Ea. $6.00 


A very blue-black iris of silky finish. This flower is a self with a 
beard of the same color. A medium size flower of excellent substance 
and flaring form. Midseason. 26 in. 


BLUE RHYTHM (Whiting 1945) Ea. $7.50 


Large heavy substanced flowers close to cornflower blue, softened 
with a silvery sheen. The standards are broad with semi-flaring falls 
void of haft markings. Its splendid branching and vigorous growth 
together with the many other splendid qualities place this flower 
us one of our very finest new blues. Midseason. 40 in.

BLUE SHIMMER (J. Sass 1943) Ea. $2.50; 3 for $6.00 


Charming and original is this lovely plicata with its waxy white 
background heavily stippled with clear blue. The blooms are of 
splendid form and substance. Tall and beautifully branched. We con- 
sider this one of the most outstanding iris of the last few seasons. 
Mid-season. 39 in. 


BLUE VALLEY (Kenneth Smith 1947) Ea. $18.00 

The large flowers are of splendid form closely approaching true 
blue. The flaring falls are wide at the haft and delightfully ruffled 
with the added beauty of a lovely metallic sheen. Excellent branching 
with the flowers well spaced. Vigorous and increases rapidly. Mid- 
season. 40 in. 


BRILLIANT AMBER (Salbach 1947) Ea. $10.00 


Large blooms in brilliant shades of amber and golden brown with a 
cast of pink. The well closed standards are of deep amber with a 
slight pink cast. The semi-flaring falls are of bright golden brown 
with deeper gold veining. A deep yellow beard completes this har- 
monious combination. The heavy substanced flowers are beautifully 
poised on tall well branched stalks. It is the opinion of many that 
this is Mr. Salbach's finest creation to date. Midseason. 40 in. 


BRONZED COPPER (Kleinsorge 1943) $1.50; 3 for $4.00 

A brilliant blend with standards of garnet-brown shading to golden- 
brown at the haft. Falls coppery-brown suffused with gold and a dash 
of peacock blue in center supplemented with a bright orange beard. 
A flower with great carrying qualities in the garden. A honey. Mid- 
season. 30 in. 


BRYCE CANYON (Kleinsorge 1944) Ea. $6.00 

This flower is a pure self of distinct warm shades of henna-copper 
closely resembling the glowing colors of the rock formation in the 
cclorful canyon for which it was named. Of good substance on well 
branched stems, highly domed standards and broad round falls. Mid- 
season. 36 in. 


CALDERILLA (DeForest 1944) Ea. $2.00; 3 for $5.00 


An unusual blend of terra cotta, brown and gold. The flowers are 
large and flaring with wide closed standards and are carried on a 
strong 38 in. stalk with four branches. Mid-season. 
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CALIFORNIA PEACH (Salbach 1941) $1.00; 3 for $2.50 


Peach-pink, salmon and lavender comprise the ensemble of this 
appealing iris. The standards are peach-apricot, broad and domed; 
the falls are salmon-apricot with a dash of soft lavender in the center. 
The blooms are large and firm and are carried on tall wide-branched 
stalks. Early. 38 in. 


CAPITOLA (Reinelt 1940) Ea. $1.00 


Larger and better formed Wm. Mohr type. Pollen parent of Lady 
Mohr and many other fine seedlings. A must have for hybridizers. 


CAPTAIN WELLS (Cook 1941) Ea. $1.50; 3 for $4.00 


The glossy finish and sheen and the absence of haft markings is 
what make this deep maroon-purple iris one of the most beautiful. 
Neat and tailored in form with subdued bronze yellow beard. Splendid 
habits of growth. Mid-season. 36 in. 


CAROLINE BURR (K. Smith 1940) Ea. $1.50; 3 tor $4.00 


A cool ivory, overlayed with a soft elusive green and a frosty 
iridescent sheen. The placement of the large blooms on the tall sturdy 
four-branched stalk is excellent. A choice variety in a limited color 
field. Mid-season. 45 in. 


CASA MORENA (DeForest 1943) Ea. $4.00; 3 for $10.00 


The huge flowers are a deep rich glistening brown that fairly 
vibrate life and color. Beard brownish orange. A must for those who 
want the best in this color class. 38 in. 


CHAMOIS (Kleinsorge 1944) Ea. $6.00 


The very large blooms are of pure chamois in color with a satin 
finish that sparkles as if dusted with frost crystals. The color harmony 
of the smoothly finished falls is completed with a yellow beard tipped 
bronze. Both standards and falls of the heavy substanced flowers are 
waved at the edges. We consider this one of the finest pastels. Mid- 
season. 34 in. 


CHANTILLY (D. Hall 1945) Ea. $5.00 


Dainty and charming is this lovely ruffled flower of orchid pink. 
Both standards and falls are so heavily ruffled and frilled as to give 
the appearance of being edged with lace a shade lighter than the 
rest of the flower. As this iris was bred from the same line of breed- 
ing as the famous Flamingo pinks, it should be of particular interest 
to hybridizers. Midseason. 36 in. 


CHERIE (Hall 1947) Ea. $20.00 


An exquisite flamingo pink self with large ruffled blooms and a 
lovely tangerine beard, typical of the new pink iris. Excellent form, 
substance and branching. Vigorous growth and good increase. In 
great demand. Midseason. 34 in. 


CHIEF POKING FIRE (DeForest 1942) $1.50; 3 for $4.00 


This different red iris, heavily blended with bronzy gold was a fa- 
vorite with all of our garden visitors. Brilliant but not gaudy. Wide 
siandards and rounded falls. Mid-season. 35 in. 


CHINA LADY (Milliken) Ea. $1.00; 3 for $2.50 


The large flaring blooms are clear glistening ivory with the center 
of the bloom lightened by a bright yellow beard and brilliant gold 
on the hafts. The beautifully formed heavy substanced flowers are 
gracefully poised on very tall well branched stalks. Vigorous and 
hardy. Midseason. 40 in. i 


CHINA MAID (Milliken) Ea. 75c 


One of the best pink blends in its price range. Lilac pink blended 
with golden bronze. Outstanding due to its even and smooth texture. 
Vigorous. Early. 48 in. 


CHIVALRY (J. Wells 1944) Ea. $10.00 

Winner of the Dykes Medal 1947. A large, ruffled, deep blue flower 
with an inconspicuous orange beard. Standards are domed, and the 
falls flaring and very broad at the haft. Very heavy substance. The 
flowers are well placed on a nicely branched stem. Plants are vig- 
orous. Midseason. 36 in. 


CHRISTABEL (Lapham 1936) Ea. 50c 


The large flowers are a beautiful glowing red with a very smooth 
finish and a brilliant yellow beard. Dependable, and one of the finest 
reds at any price. Midseason. 36 in. 


CITY OF LINCOLN (H. Sass 1937) Ea. 50c: 8 for $1.25 


The most brilliant and striking of all the variegatas, with its broad 
fiery red falls edged yellow and golden yellow standards. The 
flowers, with semi-flaring falls, are beautifully poised on tall, well 
eicae stalks. Well grown established clumps are breath taking.

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CLARET VELVET (Weed 1941) Ea. 50c; 3 for $1.25 


The claret colored flowers have the texture of a rich velvet, without 
any haft markings to mar their beauty. The semi-flaring falls display 
a brilliant burnt orange beard. Heavy substance and nicely branched. 
Midseason. 32 in. 


CLOTH OF GOLD (Whiting 1945) Ea. $3.00 


Here is a fine garden yellow; one with many good qualities and a 
very dependable grower. A bright but deep yellow self with flaring 
falls enriched with a glowing orange beard. Perfectly formed blooms. 
Tall and stately with very heavy substance and widely branched 
stems. Midseason. 36 in. 


CLOUD CASTLE (Graves 1944) Ea. $3.00: 3 for $7.50 


A most impressive iris of pale wisteria blue. The wide ruffled falls 
are of flaring form, with broad standards distinctively fluted at the 
edges and roundly domed. The smoothly textured flowers are evenly 
spaced on well branched stems. There is an unusual charm about this 
lovely flower that always attracts attention at close view and still] 
possesses fine carrying qualities in the garden. Midseason. 37 in. 


CORDOVAN (Kleinsorge 1946) Ea. $4.00 


The large bold flowers of ox-blood red are appropriately named, 
the color resembling that of Cordovan leather. The beauty of the rich 
finish is enhanced with a coppery flush over the entire flower. The 
wide falls are distinctively fluted. Heavy substance; well branched. 
Midseason. 36 in. 


DAYBREAK (Kleinsorge 1941) Ea. $2.00; 3 for $5.00 


A huge golden pink with slight copper undertones. The ruffled 
blooms are well formed with closed standards and semi-flaring falls. 
This flower tied with Ola Kala for the 1946 Dykes Medal. Midseason. 
36 in. 


DEEP VELVET (Salbach 1939) Ea. $1.00 


Perfectly formed large blooms of a stunning deep red-violet with 
upper part of the falls flushed with claret-brown. Vigorous grower, 
tall and well-branched. Very heavy substance. Midseason. 38 in.

DESERT SONG (Fay 1946) Ea. $10.00 


Large beautifully formed blooms of cream, with very broad stand- 
ards and rounded flaring falls. A self with no haft markings and 
especially heavy substance. The flowers are evenly spaced on very 
tall well branched stalks. Early midseason. 40 in. 


DISPLAY (Grant 1942) Ea. $1.50 


Rich glowing Spanish red shading to deep maroon. It carries well 
in the garden despite its deep color. Wide branching. Medium late. 
35 in. 


DREAM CASTLE (Cook 1943) Ea. $7.50 


A refreshing orchid-pink self-—clear and bright—with very wide 
standards and falls. The lovely white beard, tinted lemon, tends to 
emphasize the solid pink color. A generous bloomer. Midseason. 36 in. 


EASTER BONNET (Maxwell 1944) Ea. $5.00 


The name is an appropriate one for this exquisite flower of rhodanite 
pink with standards and falls edged in gold. Tall and vigorous. Un- 
usual and beautiful. Midseason. 38 in. 


EDITH ROAKE (K. Smith 1946) Ea. $6.00 


A blue and white plicata that has great garden value. Very fine 
as a clump. Vigorous and prolific. 40 in. 


EDWARD LAPHAM (Lapham 1942) Ea. $3.00 


This flawless rich crimson flower with a cast of maroon is most 
attractive and one of the reddest iris to date. A self even to the hafts 
and throat. The smooth glossy finish adds to the loveliness of the trim 
tailored blooms. Midseason. 36 in. 


ELMOHR (Loomis 1942) Ea. $1.00 


Words cannot convey an adequate impression of this magnificent 
iris. A colossal Wm. Mohr seedling of rich mulberry. Exceptionally 
hardy everywhere. Is vigorous with lush foliage. Is tall and beauti- 
fully branched. Dykes Medal 1945. Midseason. 36 in. 


EXTRAVAGANZA (Douglas 1944) Ea. $8.00 


A new Amoena Iris with almost white standards shaded cream to- 
ward the base. The falls are a medley of deep violet red and copper, 


with a flush of violet down the center. A very striking novelty. Late. 
36 in. 


FAIR ELAINE (Mitchell 1938) Ea. 75c: 3 for $2.00 


Alluring and beautiful. A bi-tone with ivory standards displayed 
above clear medium yellow falls with a beard of fiery orange. Tall 
and gracefully branched. A favorite in the finest gardens. Mid- 
season. 40 in. 


FIRECRACKER (D. Hall 1943) Ea. $3.50 


Here is a plicata that commands the attention of all visitors. The 
glowing dark burgundy-red flowers with yellow trim have good form 
and substance and are carried on stout 32-inch stems. One of the 
brightest iris we grow. Midseason. 


FLORA CAMPBELL (Hill 1940) Ea. 50c; 3 for $1.25 


Warm red brown and peach red skillfully blended making the 
entire flower a glowing piece of color. A brilliant rich iris, large and 
nicely formed, with good substance and branching. Splendid grow- 
ing habits. One of the finest red iris in its price class. Midseason. 
34 in. 


FLORA ZENOR (J. Sass 1942) Ea. $1.00; 3 for $2.50 


Appealing and distinctive is this unusual iris of soft cameo-pink 
enlivened by a shrimp red beard. The color is often referred to as 
“like the foam of a strawberry soda’. A clump planted in filtered 
shade is really stunning. Tall stems with medium sized flowers. A 
breeders iris. Early. 40 in. 


FORT KNOX (Milliken) Ea. $1.00; 3 for $2.50 


Perhaps one of the finest medium yellow Iris ever introduced, having 
all the desired qualities. The flowers have a very smooth finish and 
are large with graceful flaring falls. Tall and perfectly branched 
with fine foliage. Early. 40 in. 


FORTUNE (Kleinsorge 1941) Ea. $1.00; 3 for $2.50 


Large flaring flowers of old gold overlaid with rusty red. The color 
is not dull but very much alive and bright. Heavy substance and 
widely branched stalks. Midseason. 30 in. 


FORTUNE'S FAVOR (DeForest 1944) Ea. $4.00 


Gigantic ruffled flowers of bright glistening tan. Standards broad 
and closed. The wide ruffled falls are overlaid with rosy lavender 
accentuated by an extra deep heavy orange beard. Vigorous. Free 
flowering and well branched. Midseason. 


FRANCELIA (McKee 1944) Ea. $4.50 

This lovely rich chrome yellow has roundly domed standards and 
broad, full, semi-flaring falls with the added charm of a thick orange 
beard. Heavy substanced flowers on well-branched stalks. Vigorous 
and a reliable grower. A fine iris. Midseason. 36 in. 


FULL MEASURE (DeForest 1941) Ea. $1.00; 3 for $2.50 


A sparkling deep orange yellow self on tall well-branched stalks. 
Late flowering and a very showy flower. 40 in. 


GALLANT LEADER (Weisner 1939) Ea. $1.00 

An especially attractive flower with broad standards of deep rose- 
red. Wide falls velvety maroon blended with copper at the haft. 
Massive blooms on tall stems. Late. 40 in. 


GARDEN GLORY (Whiting 1943) Ea. $5.00 

Dark glowing ruby red with a smooth satiny sheen. The clean 
smooth haft and dark bronze beard give depth to its coloring. Flaring 
form and medium sized flowers on 33 in. stems. Late. 


GARDEN MAGIC (Grinter 1936) Ea. $1.00; 3 for $2.50 

Although one of the oldest iris, it remains one of the best. Flowers 
are a rich velvety red, void of haft markings and smoothly finished. 
Not a fast grower but reliable. Very late. 32 in. 


GAY SENORITA (Salbach 1944) Ea. $2.00; 3 for $5.00 


A huge brilliant variegata. Very destinctive and unusual. The large 
round standards are deep honey yellow, with semi-flaring falls of 
golden yellow, heavily overlaid with deep brown and deeper brown 
veining. Does not fade. Flowers have very heavy substance and are 
carried on tall well-branched stems. Midseason. 40 in. 


GOLDBEATER (Kleinsorge 1944) Ea. $3.00 

One of the most colorful rich yellow garden iris. A solid yellow, 
even to the large yellow buds. You will really want this one. Makes 
a gorgeous display; is tall and beautifully branched. Good substance. 
Midseason. 36 in. 


GOLDEN FLEECE (J. Sass 1940) Ea. $1.50; 3 for $4.00 


One of Jacob Sass’ loveliest originations. The standards are a bright 
light yellow and falls creamy white bordered with bright yellow. The 
ruffled flowers are beautifully poised on tall nicely branched stalks. 
Midseason. 44 in. 
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GOLDEN MADONNA (Essig 1940) Ea. $1.50; 3 for $4.00 

Here is a sparkling iris that is a little different. A large flower with 
creamy falls, edged in gold yellow and the standards of a bright 
yellow.
